The Montrose Case. 

No onu w ho vviiiidiod tlio trial of Montrose 
in astoiiiahed ut tlie decision of liie court 
he'll. 4 iij^aiiisl liiiti. Tlie omirl, notu-illi- 
BlMiuli.i.L; expressions of svn: j.,.ilij wilh tlie 
wateniit^ii, ilecided puiilniry to llio law, ns 
wo uiuitM.siaiid It, It ■lYiis clearly- Do| a tres- 
pass, mul ilifreforo the defenilant ■should 
liav.i been acquitletl ; jel Mr, Pembeilon in 
tlie e-Keroise of iiw inagisteriar functions 
condemnetl , Montrose. Iq pajr a. ^no,,of live 
pounds,.wilh five'Uillings obsta: Vllad tln re 
beea a particle of evidence adduced iliat 
'Muniro'se had nnlawfully and maliciomly bro- 
korj down ilie fence, tlie court would have 
been justifled in lining tlio defenilant Ibr 
trespass. But tlierev\as tioi a shadow ol 
evidence t>) that cITeel. Montrd.so broke 
down iho feiieo in aii>erlin;^ a legal riKht ; a 
ri"lit that every man fioin the Governor 
do n, holds to be «ood. Under tliis deci- 
sion then, if a m ui'.s dour be fenced up and 
he breaks il down, ihen he may be fined fur 
trespass! Snoh a deciaion is clearly oret- 
turning the law and reversing justice. 

The position taken by the defence was 
that the public were in possession of Ihe 
Springs prior to Cochrane tjod Gary, Thai 
pumps and a cabin wore erected there for 
public use ; that theii possession w.-is sanc- 
tioned by' the' Grown through the Springs 
beini; nuulo a public leserve. In the next 
place ihH defence alleged that Cochrane bad 
invaded a public riijlil, and was iherelore 
the real trespasser. Lr.sily, that .MuntP-se 
simply nsse.tod a public l ighl by peaceably 
tearing down the fence, 'riio piosecuii .n 
claimed the Springs as priva e pro]ierty, 
and the verdict so far virtually confirins 
that claim, ba.i as it is. The decision, wo 
repeat, is entirely wrong. 

In fh« fir«t. nlaoe. as rosards title, it was 
proven that Montrose wns asserting a title 
to the Springs, it nin-itered not wheihor of a 
public or piivatrt nature. Cochrane asserted 
a title also. Coiisc<iiieiiily ilie ca-^e slumlu 
have been thrown oiil of coiiri. I'aley on 
Convictions, 117, tays: "It has always 
been held as a ma-xini, lhat where the liUe 
to properly is in (luesiioii the exercise of a 
summary jurisdiction by Justices of the 
Peace is ousted." But .Vlr. Pemberlon can't 
see any title a«serletl although Coobrano ad- 
mitted lhat the public claimed the Springs 
in his evidence. Verily, Justice is blind. 

As regards trespass, the defence urged 
that il was no IrespasJ. The Springs ■irero 
public Springs, and Cochrane having fenced 
thein in,"'cbniinil1ed a nuisance, and the 
public had a right to abate il, and abate il 
summarily. The law given by Chilly 1, 
048, is clearly V> that cllcci, in ihe lolluwing 
wurd,- : " Thtf lea-on wiiy ih" law allows 
the uMenicnt nf a n u i-aiic", private or 
public, b<j liny mdirulual i.niioycd by it (a 
privale and .-iiinninry nii'lliod ol ihiii^g him- 
self ju-iuH') is liecai)-e injiuics ol this kind, 
wliii-li iil.stnict or annoy, such things us are 
oi occuirence and use, tequira tmnif- 
ilwtc lenu dy and cannot wait for Ihe alow 
progress of the ordinaty forms of juslice." 
In ihe faoe of Cbitty, aud of the fact that 
the Springs bad been fenced in, and water 
refused, Mr. Fembcrlou decides against 
Montrose. 

The 7 and 8 Geo 4, cap. 30, sec. 23, was 
brought forward by llie proscculidii lo prove 
that any one wiio may " unltiwfnUy uiid 
r;ij/inoti,Wi/ cm, l.i.Mli, or llituw down and 
in any way destroy any /ciue, etc." shall be 
ih'eined a ti er-pa~MM . On ibis point then 
aJonlrn.-e was illeg.illy lined, .'ih he hail ihn 
law „ii hiM side, according to (Jlully ; and 
there w.i* iiol. a voiige o! e»ideiino adduced 
to hhoiv that be broke down the leiico mail- 
ciMiKly. The deolsioB !■ eolisequently one 
of iho cU aicHt owes of magisterial obfus- 
cation we havo noticed eiiice tha same 
Juatioe tried to bind over Lownnberg lo 
kvwp the poao«, wh*n no un» had made any 
affidavit—** fo^ftng bodily harm from him.'' 
TbOCUa foriunately will be carried up lo a 
higher Court; and a juiy will .lonbikvs 
reverse entirely ihe declHiuiiof Juslioe i'um- 
bertun.
